»tke road tax is one of the jjreat 
factors that have to do with the ad- 
vance of a community in wealth. It 
im extravagant to build a road with 
a surface costly enough for heavy 
hauling, but with grades too steep 
4m any but the lighter loads. To 
fearmonize is to economize. So it is 
worth while to seek for harmony be- 
tween the grades and surface of a 
road. In this inquiry hair-splitting 
accuracy, which interests nobody 
but the theorist, will be avoided. 
And, as becomes serious men in 
considering an important subject, 
no greater accuracy will be in- 
dulged in than has to do with 
dollars and cents. 

How hard a pull a horse should

The 
roadway always opposes 
motion, whether uphill, downhill, or 
on a level, with a force of so many 
pounds per ton of gross load 
hauled. The amount of pull thus 
exacted depends on the chiracter 
and condition of the roadway.

Line A of the 
table shows how much it is on the 
average for roads of the kind givei 
when in good condition. 

The effect of the grade is to pull 
against motion uphill, but with 
motion downhill.

If we compare steel 
with macadam we shall see that on 
a level, a horse can draw 6 times 
as much on steel as on macadam:

Thus, a 
a road of high class has little ad- 
vantage over one of It 
the grades are heavy. 

As already pointed out the pull 
of the team, ascending, is divided 
into two distinct parts. The part 
spent in overcoming the resistances 
of the roadway is entirely lost. But 
the part that overcomes the down- 
ward pull of the grade is not lost, 
but is simply spent in accumulating 
work for future use. The amount 
of this last, per ton of load, is a de- 
finite quantity for any jjiven verti- 
cal ascent, and cannot be increased 
or diminished in any way whatever. 
Every bit of it is recovered on the 
:ent, as we shall see. If not re- 
red too fast it all goes to re- 
ng the team. But, if recovered 
fast, the excess is wasted by 
the brake, or the team has to undo 
t by the additional work of holding 
back. 

In the descent the grade pulls 
forward and the roadway holds 
back with the amonnts, per ton of 
load, already pointed out. So long 
as the pull of the grade does not 
exceed the resistance of the road 
ay there is no waste. The team 
pulls with a force equal to the dif- 
ference and gets more or less of re- 
lief at every step. But when the 
ade pulls harder than jusl 
enough to overcome the resistance 
ot the roadway the brake must be 
used, or the team must hold back, 
and waste results. This shows 
that there should be a definite 
different for each kind o! 
roadway to the steepness of grade. 
Thus for sand, which offers a re* 
ce of 400 pounds per ton, a 20 
nt grade, which pulls with 
unds, is somewhat below the 
limit.

But 
point should be noticed. A so-called 
macadam road in which clay 
used as a binding material, may. in 
reality, be little else than a dirt 
road. A grade, therefore, some- 
where between 3 and 9 per cent 
depending ot course on the amount 
of such binder used, would harmo- 
monize with such a roadway. At- 
tention should also be called to sev- 
eral other facta. The location ol a 
road must often be determined, 
large measure, by the material to 
be used in the roadway, since this 
must determine the grade*, 
a sand roadway, with admissible 
grades of 20 per cent would prop- 
erly go over hills -and hollows on 
that it would bankrupt the 
state to bring to the grade-* called 
for by steel. Before macadamizing 
a dirt road the grades should be 
properly reduced, which will often 
mean change of location here & there. 
The location of a new road »b»>uld 
be made with reference to the char- 
acter of roadway to be adopted- ul- 
timately, and the ultimate grade 
should be decided on at ance. 
The idea of ultimate conformity to 
these should be kept in mind while 
putting on the grade lines adapted 
to the temporary surface. 

It should be remarked, in cloaing, 
that, while gentle grades may call 
r more or less of winding they do 
t, of necessity, call for much 
e way of cuts and fills. But they 
do call for a good engineer. The 
trilling increase in length of 1 
due to these windings is generally 
more than compensated for; in. time 
by the greater speed which the 
gentler gradfes allow to the lighter 
traffic, and in money by the reduced 
rain wash. Finally, it will, with- 
out doubt, be necessary to uacrifice 
transportation interests sometimes 
to cost of construction, right of way. 
etc., and thus to exceed the above 
grade limits. But this should) not 
be done without grave reason, and 
without ftuJ1 recognition of th* tact 
that it will impose a daily tax, for 
all time, 00 an ever incpeas-ing 
population*
